Kissinger, Tho to 
meet Wednesday 


PARIS (AP) — The negotiat­ 
ing session today between Hen­ 
ry A. Kissinger and Le Du e 
Tho was canceled this morning, 
bu t U.S. and North Vietnamese 
spok esmen said they wou ld 
meet again Wednesday . 
No ex planation was giv en for 
cancellation of today ’s meeting. 
There was specu lation that the 
annou ncement was a ru se to 
mislead newsmen, and that 
President Nix on’s national se­ 
cu rity adv iser and the Hanoi 
Politbu ro member were plan­ 
ning a secret rendezv ou s. 
Elev en day s ago du ring the 
last rou nd of Kissinger-Tho ne­ 
gotiations, the North Vietna­ 
mese annou nced that the two 
men wou ld not meet that day . 
Bu t they slipped off to a su bu r­ 
ban site and conferred for an 
hou r. 
Kissinger and Tho resu med 
negotiations Monday after a 
nine-day recess. They met for a 
total of fiv e hou rs amid a com­ 
plete news black ou t. Bu t offi­ 
cials in Washington said the 
talk s are mov ing to a climax . 
Tho and Xu an Thu y , the head 
of the North Vietnamese dele­ 
gation to the Paris peace talk s 
met this morning with Mrs. 


Ngu y en Thi Binh, the chief of 
the Viet Cong delegation to the 
talk s, and other members of 
her delegation. 
Kissinger conferred for an 
hou r Monday night with Pham 
Dang Lam, the head of the 
Sou th Vietnamese delegation to 
the talk s. 


Meanwhile, the Sou th Vietna­ 
mese gov ernment k ept u p its 
campaign for the cease-fire 
agreement to inclu de prov ision 
for withdrawal of all North 
Vietnamese troops in Sou th 
Vietnam and safegu ards to in­ 
su re that the proposed National 
Cou ncil for Reconciliation and 
Concord won’t tu rn into a coali­ 
tion gov ernment. 


These Saigon demands were 
ou tlined once again by Sou th 
Vietnam’s chief delegate to the

talk s, 
Pham Dang Lam, in a meeting 
with French jou rnalists.

(AFDC) and another 150,000 in­ 
eligible persons receiv ing aid 
for the aged, blind and dis­ 
abled. 
The nationwide welfare-mis­ 
spending rate is 8.3 per cent, 
HEW said, with Nebrask a high 
at 9 .8 per cent and North Da­ 
k ota low at 1.2 per cent. 
California and New York 
each stand to lose more than 
$90 million in federal matching 
fu nds nex t y ear, the last half of 
fiscal 1973 and the first half of 
fiscal 1974. 
John D. Twiname, adminis­

FALLS CHURCH, Va. (AP) 
— A military cou rt has begu n a 
rev iew of Lt. William L. Calley 
Jr.’s conv iction in the My Lai 
massacre following an appeal 
by Calley 's lawy ers that his 20- 
y ear prison sentence was too 
harsh. 
“I think he has had his les­ 
son—‘way more sev ere than I 
think is ju stified,” said George 
W. Latimer, Galley ’s civ ilian 
attorney , in portray ing Calley ’s 
actions at My Lai as those of a 
y ou ng officer responsibly carry ­ 
ing ou t orders. 
The three-ju dge Army Cou rt 
of Military Rev iew is ex pected 
to annou nce early nex t y ear 
whether it will su stain the con­ 


v iction and u phold the sen­ 
tence, redu ce it or set Calley 
free. The cou rt cannot increase 
the penalty . 
Calley , 29, was conv icted 
nearly two y ears ago of mu r­ 
dering at least 22 Vietnamese 
civ ilians at My Lai du ring a 
search-and-destroy mission 
March 16, 1968. He was sen­ 
tenced to life in prison bu t that 
su bseq u ently was redu ced to 20 
y ears. 
Throu ghou t nearly six hou rs 
of oral argu ments Monday , 
Latimer pictu red Calley as the 
scapegoat, noting that of 25 
men charged in connection with 
the massacre only one—Cal­ 
ley —was conv icted.

Astronau ts Eu gene A. Cer­ 
nan, Ronald E. Ev ans and Har­ 
rison H. Schmitt slept late to 
adju st their biological time 
clock s, and ex pected to do 
some pleasu re-fly ing in jet 
trainers and last-minu te cram­ 
ming for the flight of Apollo 17. 
At 7 a.m. the downward- 
tick ing clock ed reached the 28- 
hou r mark — the official start 
of the terminal phase when the 
spacecraft and its sy stems re­ 
ceiv e final check s and fu el. 
At 1 a.m. Wednesday , the 402- 
foot-high serv ice stru ctu re will 
lie rolled away and the Satu rn 5 
will stand alone, poised for the 
half-million mile, 13 -day jou r­ 
ney . 
All sy stems — hu man, hard­ 
ware, weather and rodent — 
were ready for America’s first 
night lau nching of hu mans into 
space - and the last moon 
landing in the foreseeable fu ­ 
ture. 
The lau nch crew ran into the 
u su al nu mber of minor and eas­ 
ily fix able problems 
hose 
connections that spru ng leak s, 
an air filter that didn’t fit, a 
piece of scientific eq u ipment 
that wasn't work ing right.

Also to be recorded in the log of 
Ap ollo 17 will be some 26 ex p eri­ 
ments and inv estig ativ e task s the 
astronau ts will condu ct, nien of 
which, in this last-chance endeav or, 
will inv olv e scientific instru ments 
nev er flown before. Lik e their p re­ 
decessors, the astronau ts will p robe 
Into the moon’s history , seek ing 
more clu es as to its orig in and that of 
.the u niv erse itself.

Another 200 p ou nds of lu nar rock s 
and soil will be brou g ht back to 
earth. These, along with an accu mu ­ 
lating mass of data from instru ­ 
ments left on the moon, will k eep 


scientists bu sy for y ears and help to 
bridg e the g ap that is foreseen be­ 
tween Ap ollo 17 and man’s nex t v en­ 
tu re to the moon or another p lanet. 
It is difficu lt to believ e that it all 
beg an a short 15 y ears ag o, on Oct. 4, 
1957, when the first Sp u tnik shock ed 
the world into the realization that a 
new ag e had dawned and that a 
“new ocean,” as John F. Kenne­ 
dy later described it, beck oned man­ 
k ind. 
Thou g h it is history , it is difficu lt 
to believ e that the su ccessfu l landing 
of men on the moon and their safe 
retu rn to earth was accomp lished by 
Ap ollo 11 on Ju ly 20, 1969, a little 
more than nine y ears after Presi­ 
dent Kennedy enu nciated the g oal. 
It is difficu lt to believ e that when 
Ap ollo 17 sp lashes down in the Pacif­ 
ic on Dec. 19 ,19 72, this brief era will 
hav e ended. 


Bu t it will not be the end. As Eu ­ 
g ene Cernan said recently , “It’s ju st 
the conclu sion of the beg inning .” 
Sk y lab, the manned earth-orbit­ 
ing laboratory , lies ahead, as does 
the dev elop ment of reu sable shu ttle 
rock ets and the first joint U.S.-Sov i­ 
et v entu re. An American sp ace 
p robe continu es to wing toward Ju p ­ 
iter and bey ond. Mariner 9 , still in 
orbit arou nd Mars, has p hoto­ 
g rap hed that p lanet’s entire su rface. 
An instru ment landing on Mars, de­ 
sig ned to seek ev idences of life, is 
schedu led for 1976. 
Aware that he will be the last 
Ap ollo astronau t to leav e the moon, 
Cernan reflected on what he wou ld 
do and think at that moment. 
“I’ll p robably stand there and 
look back at the earth. I will contem­ 
p late the fantastic series of ev ents 
that brou g ht man to the moon. And 
I’ll look at the p lanets and the stars, 
and I’ll dream of man one day g oing 
there, too.” 
The Ap ollo sag a will be ended. 
Bu t not the dream.

The state officials hop e to ap ­ 
p rov e a model statu te du ring the 
winter conv ention in SanDieg o by 
which local leg islatu res cou ld con­ 
stitu tionally imp ose cap ital p u nish­ 
ment. The Su p reme Cou rt ou tlawed 
the death p enalty when imp osed at 
the discretion of ju dg es or ju ries, bu t 
ex p ressed no op inion abou t su ch 
sentences if mandated by state or 
Federal law for sp ecific crimes, 
su ch as mu rder. 
The attorney s g eneral are acting 


in resp onse to mou nting p u blic p res­ 
su re for harsher p u nishment for 
lawbreak ers as a means of redu cing 
crime. Sy mp athy for the civ il liber­ 
tarian arg u ment ag ainst death ev en 
for the p rotection of society is rap id­ 
ly fading . 
There were these dev elop ments: 
ITEM: On Election Day , Califor­ 
nians ap p rov ed a referendu m rein­ 
stating the mandatory death p enalty 
for fou r crimes and g ranting the leg ­ 
islatu re au thority to add other 
crimes to the list. 
ITEM: Cong ress adjou rned with­ 
ou t holding hearing s on bills sp on­ 
sored by Sen. Philip Hart, D., Mich., 
and Rep . Emanu el Cellar, D., N.Y., 
which called for a two-y ear morato­ 
riu m on all ex ecu tions u ntil the Su ­ 
p reme Cou rt clarified its p osition. 
This was a mu ch milder measu re 
than one sp onsored by Sen. Hart in 
p rev iou s y ears demanding ou trig ht

Jets getting cleaner 


: The nation’s schedu led airlines 
hav e issu ed a p rog ress rep ort on 
jtbeir achiev ements in cleaning u p 
*ir p ollu tion and redu cing noise in 
and arou nd airp orts. 
According to Stu art Tip ton, p res­ 
ident of the Air Transp ort Associa­ 
tion, by the end of 19 73,64 p er cent of 
Itfoe domestic fleet of the 27 sched- 
nied airlines will be p owered by v ir- 
lu ally smok e-free eng ines. This 
jcoftip ares with less than one p er cent 
in 1969. Jet eng ine sou nd is also be­ 
ing sharp ly redu ced. 
Within the nex t 12 to 14 months, 13 
p er cent of the commercial fleet will 
be rep resented by the new, low- 
noise, almost smok eless, wide-bod­ 
ied jets—the ju mbo B-747, DC-10 and 
L-1011. 
Another 52 p er cent of the jet fleet 
will be p owered by retrofitted en­ 
g ines—older eng ines which hav e 
been modified to redu ce smok e

emissions. 
The airlines hav e been work ing 
with the eng ineers for more than 15 
y ears on the dev elop ment of the 
cleaner, q u ieter eng ines. The k ey 
factor has been the desig n of eng ines 
with a hig her “by -p ass ratio.” 
The newest eng ines hav e a ratio 
of at least fiv e-to-one, meaning that 
fiv e times as mu ch u nbu rned air is 
g u lp ed in and ejected than bu rned 
air. Early jets had a ratio of only 1.2 
to one. The g reater the p ercentag e of 
u nbu rned air ejected, the cleaner 
and q u ieter the eng ine. 
Introdu ction of the wide-bodied 
jets themselv es is also look ed to as a 
major step in the air p ollu tion clean­ 
u p , say s Tip ton. Carry ing three 
times the p asseng er load of conv en­ 
tional airliners, the ju mbo jets can 
absorb the rising traffic load withou t 
adding to, and p ossibly redu cing , the 
nu mber of p lanes in the air. 


Trim White House 
problems? No Way

WASHINGTON (NEA)— When 
President Nix on talk s now of trim­ 
ming back his White Hou se staff and 
g iv ing his dep artment heads g reater 
v oice and au thority , it is not u nfair 
to remind the cou ntry that he said 
the v ery same thing in 1968, before 
he took office. This is not said to 
q u estion his sincerity either then or 
now. 
Bu t it is a simp le fact that he did 
not bring it off when he assu med the 
office in 1969, and a g ood g u ess is 
that he will find it ex tremely diffi­ 
cu lt to do so this time, thou g h his in­ 
tent seems earnest enou g h. In the 
first instance, in late Nov ember of 
1968, I wrote that what Mr. Nix on 
was p romising wou ld not work ou t, 
and the reasoning offered then 
strik es me as still ap p ly ing . 
What interv enes here are the 
hard facts of life—the steadily 
mou nting difficu lties attached to 
manag ing a hu g e g ov ernment in an 
ev er more p op u lou s cou ntry . 
Scholars who mig ht be called ba­ 
sically White Hou se-watchers, and 
there are q u ite a few, g enerally note 
that the White Hou se as an estab­ 
lishment has g rown steadily in size, 
fu nction and p ower since the day s of 
Frank lin D. Roosev elt. 
Many thing s lie at the core of this 
trend. 
In time of crisis, the call from the 
cou ntry is for action. As the one 
g reat rep resentativ e of all the p eo­ 
p le, the p resident is look ed to as the 
initiator, the innov ator, and the man 
who can mak e the eng ine g o. 
From Roosev elt’s time on, we 
hav e liv ed on an almost continu ou s 
diet of crisis. For him it was both do­ 
mestic and foreig n, with the Great 
Dep ression and World War II. Then 
it was that the White Hou se made its 
g reat leap forward. 
Bu t the trou bles and the tense 
day s did not end when Roosev elt 
djed and the big war ended. Since 
then we hav e had two more wars, in­ 


nu merable economic recessions, 
flare-u p s all ov er the g lobe. Often 
many at a time. So it ran throu g h the 
p residencies of Harry Tru man, 
Dwig ht Eisenhower (whose y ears 
are mistak enly remembered as 
“p lacid” ), John Kennedy , Ly ndon 
Johnson. 
The White Hou se thu s became the 
g reat locu s of p ower, the center of 
national manag ement, not least be­ 
cau se so many p roblems were “for­ 
eig n” and the p resident’s au thority 
in this realm is leg ally g reat. 
You can arg u e, from g ood ev i­ 
dence, that the natu ral conseq u ence 
of p residential and White Hou se 
g rowth is diminished p ower and in­ 
flu ence in both the federal bu reau c­ 
racy and the Cong ress. On its face, 
the p rop osition has to be tru e. 
Yet there is more to the matter 
than that. TTie bu reau cracy bu r­ 
g eoned as g ov ernment g rew along 
with an enlarg ing nation. It became 
an almost immov able g lacier. Pres­ 
idents p u zzled ov er how to mak e it 
mov e. The late Robert Kennedy , 
then attomey g eneral and confidant 
to his brother, once told me: “We 
can’t fig u re ou t how to g et thing s g o­ 
ing at state.” 
So the White Hou se became the 
driv ing eng ine, the p rod. Add to the 
trend the fact that so many p rob­ 
lems seemed to slash across dep art­ 
ment lines, to intertwine with each 
other, and need decision at the top . It 
is still that way , and no words from 
Mr. Nix on can chang e it. 
As for Cong ress, its decline has 
other cau ses than White Hou se en­ 
larg ement. Its mechanisms are ob­ 
solete in a trig g er-q u ick ag e. Its men 
still can rise u p on occasion and as­ 
sert themselv es to thwart a mistak ­ 
en or ov er-reaching p resident. Bu t 
most of the time their “action” has 
the look of a p ermanent block ade. 
They hav e y ielded u p their p ower. 
The p residency is where the ac­ 
tion is, and so il will be. 


abolition of the death p enalty , bu t it 
g ot no fu rther ou t of committee. 
ITEM: A Gallu p Poll indicated 
that a majority of 57 p er cent of 
adu lts 18 and older fav ored the death 
p enalty for p ersons conv icted of 
mu rder. In March, p rior to the Su ­ 
p reme Cou rt ru ling , only 50 p er cent 
fav ored it. 
ITEM: The Florida Leg islatu re 
met last week in sp ecial session to 
debate a bill mak ing the death p en­ 
alty mandatory for a v ariety of 
crimes. 
ITEM: Sp eck was sentenced to a 
p rison term of 400 to 1,200 y ears be­ 
cau se the ju dg e thou g ht it was the 
only way he cou ld reasonable assu re 
that Sp eck wou ld nev er g o free to en­ 
dang er other liv es ag ain. 
The American Civ il Liberties 
Union has already indicated it will 
continu e to fig ht to g et cap ital p u n­ 
ishment p er se abolished on the 


g rou nds that it v iolates the Eig hth 
Amendment p rotection ag ainst 
cru el and u nu su al p u nishment. The 
cru cial test, howev er, can only come 
ov er an indiv idu al case, in which Ca­ 
lifornia or some other state seek s the 
death p enalty u nder a law that re­ 
q u ires it. 
It will be sev eral y ears before 
su ch a case seems lik ely to reach the 
Su p reme Cou rt. By then, President 
Nix on will p robably hav e made at 
least two more ap p ointments to the 
bench, chang ing the cu rrent nearly 
ev en sp lit to a clear conserv ativ e 
majority . A conserv ativ e-dominated 
cou rt mig ht look with more fav or 
u p on cap ital p u nishment than the 
p resent cou rt did—and the cou rt has 
not hesitated to shift the thru st of its 
op inions in the p ast.

Congress will stop 
Nixon's programs

President Nix on is bu sy arou nd 
the clock on his g ov ernment reor­ 
g anization. Bu t, behind the scenes, 
Cong ress and the self-p erp etu ating 
bu reau cracy mak e a su ccess by the 
President totally u np romising . 
In p olitics a wink ’s as g ood as a 
nod. And my own nose cou nt shows 
that Mr. Nix on cannot g ain the in­ 
side su p p ort on which he mu st de­ 
p end. 
Ap p arently the President’s only 
recou rse will be to attemp t to by p ass 
the Cong ress and reorg anize the ex ­ 
ecu tiv e branch larg ely by ex ecu tiv e 
order. 
That wou ld bring down on Mr. 
Nix on the wrath of Sol from p owerfu l 
(if not indisp ensable) Way s and 
Means Committee Chairman Wilbu r 
D. Mills in the Hou se, Sen. J. Wil­ 
liam Fu lbrig ht in the Senate, and 
other similarly conseq u ential fig ­ 
u res in both chambers. 
One bu ilt-in obstacle to Mr. Nix ­ 
on’s efforts is the sheer size of the 
ex ecu tiv e branch and, therefore, the 
size of his p rop osals to reorg anize it. 
He is work ing on su ch mou ntainou s 
p roblems as combining 12 en­ 
trenched Cabinet setu p s into eig ht, 
colossal welfare and medical p ro­ 
g ram reforms, less ov erlap p ing in 
antip ollu tion enforcement, etc. 
This means that hu ndreds of 
thou sands of Federal p ay rollers, 
both in Washing ton and the 50 states, 
wou ld find their jobs insp ected, for 
the p u rp ose of eliminating them. 
And the octop u slik e Federal bu ­ 
reau cracy , with its friends in Con­ 
g ress, is now liv id with a combina­ 
tion of ang er and alarm. 
These p olitical Poloniu ses don’t 
want any energ etic and su sp iciou s 
crows hau nting the feast, tu rning 
ov er stones and look ing for sk eletons 
in closets. 
Parap hrasing Hamlet, their g reat 
horror is the p rosp ect of “Ou t, 
damned sp ot!” 
One index of this octop u slik e 
Federal bu reau cracy ’s size is its 
nu mber of filing cabinets. The retir­ 
ing Director of the Office of Manag e­ 
ment and Bu dg et, Casp er W. Wein­ 
berg er, has informed Mr. Nix on that 
the ex ecu tiv e branch has two mil­ 
lion. 
In Washing ton alone these cabi­ 
nets cov er 25 million cu bic feet of 
floor sp ace. This is 12 times the en­ 
tire rentable floor sp ace in the v ast 
102-story Emp ire State Bu ilding - 
only for filing cabinets. 
Mr. Weinberg er fou nd that abou t 
250,000—y es, 250,000—Federal p ay ­ 
rollers are chiefly inv olv ed with fil­ 


ing the p ap er into cabinets, and thi$ 
is one of the elep hantine thing s Mr. 
Nix on is tack ling . 
Mr. Weinberg er also fou nd that 
when Robert S. McNamara, the fly ­ 
ing Edsel, was Secretary of Defense' 
he bou g ht $160 million of additional 
comp u ters when many comp u ters 
were already idle in the Pentag on. 
Bu t in Washing ton’s p ap er-work 
ju ng le a total of more than 2,600 
data-p rocessing comp u ters are now 
work ing . 


They hav e a fu ll-time p otential of 
su p p ly ing the ex ecu tiv e branch with 
a stack of records, 2,000 miles 
ev ery y ear. Yet it is installing m< 
at the astou nding rate abou t 500 an­ 
nu ally . 
The p ap er-work ju ng le now 
showers u s tax p ay ing p easants with 
arou nd 360,000 forms and q u estion- 
air es. These inv olv e 15 million cop ­ 
ies. It costs u s p easants abou t $8 bil­ 
lion a y ear for the p olitical Poloniu s­ 
es to p ap er-p u sh themselv es throu g h 
the ju ng le. Bu t Mr. Weinberg er esti­ 
mated to Mr. Nix on that it also costs 
the tax p ay ers at least $20 billion a 
y ear to rep ly . 


That’s $28 billion a y ear ou t of ou r 
p ock ets, both way s. And, hey , that’s 
ou r money ! 
Mr. Weinberg er finds that Feder­ 
al p ay rollers bombard u s and each 
other with more than a billion letters 
a y ear. Incredibly , this av erag es 
2,740,000 a day . Their corresp ond­ 
ence is lik e Coney Island Mag ic 
Maze—cou ntless way s to g et in and 
no way to g et ou t. And it costs the 
g ov ernment $2 to write each letter. 
Moreov er, these ju ng le inhabit­ 
ants treat brev ity lik e a bu lldog 
treats a tramp . You recall the clas­ 
sic calcu lation that the Lord’s Pray ­ 
er contains 56 words; Lincoln’s Get­ 
ty sbu rg Address, 260; the Ten Com­ 
mandments, 300; the Declaration of 
Indep endence, 3,000. Well, a recent 
g ov ernment order establishing the 
p rice of cabbag e contained 26,9 11. 
And so it g oes. 
Mr. Weinberg er estimated Mr. 
Nix on that g reater brev ity alone in 
the billion letters wou ld sav e $20 
million annu ally . 
Most of what President Nix on 
wants to do will be k illed if the Con­ 
g ressional nose cou nt holds, as I be­ 
liev e it will. Bu t Mr. Nix on is ex ­ 
ceeding ly determined in this effort 
and is p sy cholog ically p rep ared for 
the roar from Rep resentativ e Mills, 
Senator Fu lbrig ht and the others if 
he is driv en into mak ing his reforms 
by ex ecu tiv e order.

Richard B. Ogilv ie de­ 
v elop ed the p lan to settle a con- 
trov ery ov er job hiring p rac­ 
tices which began in 1969 when 
the federal gov ernment cu t off 
highway fu nds, contending that 
eq u ai o p p o rtu nities emp lo y ­ 
ment gu idelines had been v io­ 
lated. 
The ap p eals cou rt said the 
p lan’s minimu m emp loy ment 
standards, attacked as an u n­ 
constitu tional q u ota sy stem, 
may be the only way to redress 
certain ineq u ities of p ast racial 
segregation.

See that they p u t their toy s in 
a conv enient toy box or the 
shelv es of a bookcase in the 
nu rsery . 
Praise them for their good 
deeds bu t also p u nish them for 
the bad! 
That’s an inex orable ru le of 
animal trainers, who can often 
make seals, dogs and ev en ele­ 
p hants behav e far better than 
many American children! 
Ev en ou r schools are being 
inv aded by this same Dr. Sp oof 
p ermissiv e ideology . 
Good p arents shou ld alway s 
imitate animal trainers, whose 
motto is: 
“Alway s reward the good bu t 
also alway s p enalize the bad 


action and p ermit no ex cep tions 
to occu r!” 
Ev en the school teachers are 
now being gradu ated from ou r 
colleges of edu cation with the 
idea that children shou ld be al­ 
lowed to “do their thing.” 
That’s obv iou sly a wrong 
doctrine. 
For the older generation hav e 
far more wisdom than the in­ 
ex p erienced y ou th. 
So it is ou r obligation to safe­ 
gu ard them by a rigid set of 
ru les, ju st like those in baseball 
or other fields of sp ort. 
Unless we modified their ju ­ 
v enile actio n, they d light 
matches aro u nd gaso line or 
tu rn on gas jets, thu s asp hy x i­ 
ating the hou sehold. 
So it is nonsense to let y ou ng­ 
sters “do their thing” withou t 
stringent adu lt regu lation, su ­ 
p erv ision and p u nishment. 
God p laced more p ain recep ­ 
tor cells in ou r skin than tou ch, 
cold or hot sense organs. Why ? 
Becau se p ain is the swiftest, 
most efficient and the longest 
lasting ty p e of teacher! 
In all animals below man, in­ 
clu ding lions, dogs or ev en 
hou se cats, the mothers make 
their offsp ring hew to the line, 
otherwise they get nip p ed or 
batted by mamma’s claws. 
The y ou ng that v iolate mam­ 


ma’s p recep ts then may also 
more likely be dev ou red by oth­ 
er fou r-legged foes or ju ngle 
snakes or be shot by hu man 
p oachers.

o r revo ke a liquo r license when 
o fficials co nclude there is co n­ 
duct “co ntrary to public wel­ 
fare o r m o rals.” 
The regulatio n had been de­

building and the o ther at an 
upper windo w. They fired at 
the two men killing o ne and 
wo unding the o ther. The men 
were believed to be plumbers. 
The army said the mistaken 
killing apparently o ccurred be­ 
cause the men were carrying 
lengths o f pipes and to o ls that 
were tho ught to be weapo ns. 
Earlier tro o ps had|filled a 16- 


year-o ld yo uth and wo unded an­ 
o ther when the armo red car 
was ambushed in the Ander- 
so nsto wn district, a stro ngho ld 
o f the Irish Republican Army.

NEW YORK (AP) - Fo r the 
first time, the natio n’s fertility 
rate has dro pped belo w the “re­ 
placement” level o f 2.1 children 
per family that is needed to 
achieve zero po pulatio n gro wth, 
the New Yo rk Times repo rts. 
While the natio n’s po pulatio n 
is still gro wing, it appears that 
the annual rate o f increase this 
year will be abo ut 0.7 per cent, 
little mo re than half the annual 
rate o f 1.3 per cent averaged 
during the 19 60s, the Times 
said to day. 
The Times gave this acco unt, 
based o n new figures in the fed­ 
eral Mo nthly Vital Statistics 
Repo rt: 
Fo r 19 co nsecutive mo nths 
bo th the birth rate and the 
number o f actual births each 
mo nth has been lo wer than in 
the same mo nth the year be­ 
fo re. 
Figures fo r the first nine 
mo nths o f this year sho wed the 
estimated fertility rate was 2.08 
children per family. This co m­ 
pares to 2.39 children per fami­ 
ly fo r the same perio d o f 19 71. 


Analysts say the significance 
o f the new rate is that the 
co untry has bro ken thro ugh the 
“2.1 barrier” fo r the first time. 
The 2.1 children-per-family 
figure is what the natio n wo uld 
need to eventually stabilize its 
po pulatio n, assuming no immi­ 
gratio n, and this is the go al o f 
the zero po pulatio n gro wth 
mo vement. 
The figure is 2.1 rather than 2 
to acco unt fo r girls who die be­ 
fo re reaching child-bearing age. 
If the 2.1 fertility rate were 
maintained fo r 70 years the 
po pulatio n wo uld stabilize at 
abo ut 320 millio n. It is no w 
abo ut 209 .3 millio n. ' 
The fertility rate decline is 
attributed by po pulatio n ex­ 
perts to a variety o f facto rs, in­ 
cluding the desire o f wo men to 
have 
smaller 
families, 
the 
gro wing pro po rtio n o f yo ung 
wo men who stay single, the 
number o f m arried wo men who 
are having children later, the 
number o f wo rking wives, mo re 
effective co ntraceptio n and lib­ 
eralizing o f abo rtio n laws. 
Smuggle hashish

were packed with hashish, cus­ 
to ms o fficers said. The bears 
were shipped fro m Katamandu, 
Nepal. 
Agents said they fo llo wed se­ 
cretly when Charles E. Wo o d­ 
so n, 
32, o f 
San 
Francisco 
picked up the lo aded cages last 


week at San Francisco Inter­ 
natio nal Airpo rt and dro ve to 
Big Bend in the Sierra. 
One o f the cages — and bo th 
bears — had vanished when au­ 
tho rities mo ved in. The cage 
that was reco vered co ntained 
32 two -po und bundles o f hash­ 
ish, it was repo rted. 
Investigato rs said a hunter 
has repo rted killing o ne o f the 
200-po und bears, but the o ther 
bear and o ne cage believed to 
co ntain 64 po unds o f hashish 
were missing Mo nday. 
At Big Bend o n Friday, 
agents arrested Kenneth Mo r­ 
ro w, 24, o f San Francisco and 
Peter Ibanez, 25, and Warren 
Pierce, 26, bo th o f New Yo rk 
City. 
U.S. Magistrate Jo seph Aleck

CHICAGO (AP) — Litigation,

Campb ell did, however, cast 
a dark shadow over Kansas 
City ’s chances of nailing down 
an NHL franchise. 
Kansas City and Washington, 
D C., were given conditional 
franchises for the 19 74-75 sea­ 


son with the NHL expanding to 
18 teams. 
“Kansas City has run into 
difficulty since the referendum 
on tax laws was rejected b y the 
voters Nov. 7,” said Campb ell 
“and a new form of financing 
must b e found.” 
Johnston County , Kansas, vo­ 
ters rejected Nov. 7 a proposed 
two per cent sales tax on mo­ 
tels and restaurants to finance 
a hockey arena. 
Kansas City has had two ex­ 
tensions to meet NHL terms 
and now has until Dec. 15 to 
fulfill conditions which include 
financing a new b uilding to 
house the would-b e team. 
Campb ell said there is no 
prob lem involving the Washing­ 
ton franchise except for “the

What can y o u say abo u t 
this p ro cess an d is there an y 
p o ssibility that this p ro cess 
co u ld be av ailable to my 
hu sban d, an d wo u ld it wo rk o n 
the liv er? 
Dear Reader— Yo u mu st be 
referrin g to the wo rk o f Dr. 
Edm u n d Klein o f Bo swell 
Memo rial In stitu te in Bu ffalo , 
New Yo rk. He has been do in g 
research o n treatin g breast 
can cer an d skin can cer. He did 
in ject a su bstan ce directly in to 
the tu mo r cells. The su bstan ce 
he u sed was tu bercu lin , the 
same su bstan ce u sed fo r skin 
testin g fo r tu bercu lo sis. The 
reaso n the skin test wo rk s is 
that a p erso n who has been 
ex p o sed to tu bercu lo sis de­ 


v elo p s in aimmu n ity to it an d 
when y o u in ject the tu bercu lin 
m aterial in the skin the bo dy ’s 
im m u n e sy stem cau ses a 
reactio n to o ccu r. 
Dr. Klein has tak en adv an ­ 
tage o f this p rin cip le by in ­ 
jectin g tu bercu lin in to the 
tu mo r an d then the bo dy ’s 
immu n e sy stem mo bilizes an d 
cau ses a reactio n in the tu mo r. 
If the bo dy ’s immu n e reactio n 
is sev ere en o u gh, it will 
literally reject the tu mo r cells. 
He has had so me early su ccess 
in the treatmen t o f p atien ts 
with breast can cer an d skin 
can cer with this techn iq u e. It is 
still in the research p hases an d 
after the in itial en co u ragin g 
resu lts in a small series o f 
breast an d skin can cers, it will 
n o do u bt be tested in o ther 
fo rms o f can cer. 
Can cer o f the co lo n is a fairly 
co mmo n diso rder. It is mu ch 
mo re co mmo n in mo dern ized 
n atio n s su ch as the Un ited 
States than it is in u n dev elo p ed 
co u n tries. Man y in v estigato rs 
thin k this is du e to the dif­ 
feren ces in o u r diet, p o in tin g 
o u t that we ten d to eat large 
amo u n ts o f co n cen trated fo o ds 
su ch as sweets an d bak ery 
p ro du cts an d do n o t get as 
mu ch ro u ghage in o u r diet as is 
o btain ed by in div idu als who eat 


n atu ral 
fo o ds su ch as u n ­ 
p ro cessed cereals, v egetables 
an d raw fru it. 
Ou r refin ed fo o ds o ften mo v e 
rap idly thro u gh the small in ­ 
testin e an d remain in the co lo n 
a lo n g time. In p art becau se o f 
lack o f bu lk. The en d resu lt is 
an 
in crease in co n stip atio n 
(leadin g to the ill-adv ised 
lax ativ e habit, an d irritable 
co lo n ) an d an in creased in ­ 
ciden ce o f div erticu lo sis an d 
ev en co lo n can cer. There are 
o ther facto rs, o f co u rse, besides 
fo o d. 
On e o f the best sign s o f 
can cer o f the co lo n is an u n ­ 
ex p lain ed chan ge in bo wel 
habits. If a p erso n sta rts 
dev elo p in g recu rren t diarrhea 
o r su dden ly dev elo p s co n ­ 
stip atio n , 
he sho u ld 
seek 
medical atten tio n immediately . 
If can cer o f the 
co lo n 
is 
detected befo re it has sp read, it 
can o ften be to tally remo v ed 
an d p erman en tly cu red. As in 
mo st o ther ty p es o f can cer the 
earlier 
the 
detectio n 
the 
greater the likeliho o d o f su c­ 
cessfu l treatmen t.
